The West India hurricane which 
•wept the Atlantic coast from St. 
' Augustine, Fla., to New York Sun- 
day, Monday and Tuesday of last 
week, probably cost 300 Uvea. At 
Port Royal, 8. C, Monday, nearly 100 
negroes and six white persons were 
killed or drowned. Savannah re- 
port* fifteen dead and many missing. 
•Charleston was swept by th 
Sunday and great damage done. Over 
forty wrecks are reported and many 
vessels are missing. Kernersville, N. 
•C., was struck by a cyclone Tuesday 
morning and 100 houses wrecked, 
The lower portion of Baltimore was 
flooded Monday night. Washington 
was visited by a severe storm at the 
same time. Tuesday a storm struck 
Coney Island and Asbury Park, doing 
great damage. 

The experiments ot Col. Smoilon, of 
the Russian Army, with falcons as 
carriers of dispatches have proved 
successful, and the Russian Army 
hereafter will employ them in prefer- 
ence to the ordinary "homing" birds. 
The Colonel has found that the falcon 
can carry 1640 grams without dimii 
ishing its rate of speed, which is coi 
aiderably greater than that of the pi| 
eon. The falcons, he says, are lesft 
likely to fall prey to other birds, as 
they are better fighters than the pig- 
eons. It is on record, according to 
the officer, that a falcon once flew 
from the Canary Islands to the estates 
of the Duke of Larma in Spain, 
seems highly probable that the falcon 
will become the servant of other 
European Armies. 

More than one-half of all the oil of 
peppermint, spearmint and tansy used 
in the world is said to be procured in 
aud distilled in Michigan. The cen- 
tre of the industry is St. Joseph coun- 
ty. Peppermint plants to the weight 
of 15,000 tons when dried are culti- 
vated every year In the State. From 
these the essential oils are distilled. 
Early in the spring the roots are 
planted In furrows from two to three 
feet apart. A few weeks later the 
rows meet and cover the entire ground. 
In September the planta mature. 
They are then covered with fragrant 
purple blossoms and the time has ar- 
rived for mowing. After lying In the 
sun to dry they are raked into heaps 
and taken to the distilleries, of which 
there are about 150 in the State. It is 
estimated that 350 pounds of dried 
pepermint plants produce one pound 
of oil. The yield per acre Is 15 pounds 
of oil. Distilled peppermint brings 
from 11.25 to 15 per pound in the

Queer Fact* About Money. 

There are 119,900,000 old copper 
pennies somewhere. Nobody knows 
what has become of them, except that 
once in a while a single specimen 
turns up in change. A few years ago 
4,500,000 bronre two-cent pieces 
were set afloat. Three million of 
these are still outstanding. Three 
million three-cent nickle pieces are 
scattered over the United States, but 
it is very rarely that one seen. Of 
800,000 half-cents, which correspond 
in value to English, fatherliigs, not one 
has been returned to the Government 
for recoinajce, or is held by the Treas- 
ury. Congress appropriates from 
$100,000 to $140,000 yearly for recoin- 
ing the uncurrent silver coins bow in 
posession of the Treasury.

Aa a Field For Foreign Mission 
ary Work. 



In the Commercial Gazette of Aug. 
20, we And the following account of 
the conversion of two Japanese gen- 
tlemen to the Christian faith. Dr. 
Black, pastor of tte Central Christian 
church, Chicago, is well-known and 
greatly beloved by many of the people 
in this section. The Commercial Ga- 
cial says : 

■'Two sons of Japan, who were sent 
to Chicago to represent Japanese Gov- 
ernment at the World's Columbian 
Exposition, have been converted to 
Christianity. They are L Yoshi- 
kawa, of .Toklo, and 8. Minano, ef 
Osaka. Rev. W. F. Black, pastor of 
the Central Church of Christ, Thirty- 
eventh street and Indiana avenue, 
converted them. Mr. Yoahikawa is 
one of the interperters for his Govern- 
ment at the Fair, while Mr. Minano 
is a Commissioner. Both are very in- 
telligent men. They have been bap- 
tised In the faith of the Christian 
Church, and upon their return 
Japan they intend to- establish 
aions in all the large cities of their na- 
tive land. Dr. Black thinka theii 
conversion will have a wonderful in- 
fluence upon Christianizing the land 
of the Mikado. 

On one of his visits to the World' 
Fair, about two mouths ago, Dr. Black 
was introduced to Mr. Yoahikawa. 
He found him s remarkably intelli- 
gent person, with a thorough knowl- 
edge of the English language. Mr. 
Yoahikawa Was eduoa ted in London, 
and his family la one of the best in the 
Japanese Empire. For several years 
he taught the English language in his 
native city of Tokio. He was at one 
time military interpreter for his Gov- 
. When the Mikado's repre- 
sentative was looking for the best 
men in that country to be sent to the 
World's Fair, Mr. Yoshikawa waa 
one of the first to be selected. He had 
been in the United States on a pleas- 
ure tour some years ago, and had 
visited all the large cities from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, Being a close 
observer of things, he gained a wide 
knowledge of the American people, 
and had put into practice some of the 
ideas he had learned here. 

Mr. Minano, of Osaka, is one of the 
ino*t prominent men of that city.

Diseases are spread 
far more by means of the decay of the 
human body which has been afflicted 
by thorn than by all the other causes 
which lead to their development, 
neighborhoods where large numbers 
of bodies have been buried the air is 
laden with germs of the disease, 
which only need the assistance of the 
breeze lo waft them to spots favor- 
able for their development. How 
many mysterious outbreaks of epi- 
demics are due to this method of dis- 
tribution cau not be told. But it is 
not difficult to believe that it is one of 
the most wholesale methods of prop- 
agation existing. A strong argument 
in support of this statement is the fact 
that wherever cholera has been it gen- 
erally appears again. There are thou- 
sands of pilgrims dying at Mecca of 
the terrible epidemic, and one need 
only remember that there is a peren- 
nial recurrence of the cholera there. 
It has never made its appearance in 
America to any extent ; and as we do 
not want this oriental luxury, it 
might be well amongst other prepara- 
tion* for its reception to have laws 
passed compelling the cremation of 
all persons dying from cholera. The
